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GOSSIP OF THK TURF. 

Concerninir the fast approaching Bennings meet- 
ing. the New York Sun of last Monday said: 

“Two weeks from tomorrow the racing season 
will open in the east with the spring meeting of 
the Washington Jockey Club at Bennings. Many 
horses that have been racing this winter at New 
Orleans and San Francisco will be seen at Ben- 
nings, together with racers now being trained at 
local tracks. Judging from the list of entries, the 
W’ashington meeting will be more interesting than 
ever before. The recent heavy storms have made it 
a diflicult matter to get the Bennings track in 
shape for early training gallops, but it is hoped 
that fair weather will prevail during this week and 
next so that there may be no more drawbacks for 
the track superintendent. The many improve- 
ments begun last winter at Bennings, including the 
new grand stand, have been comi)leted, and the 
track will probably be pronounced one of the best 
apiKUuted race courses in America. The grand 
stand has had many improvements. The betting 
ring has been widened its entire length, so that 
crowding will be unusual unless on state occasions. 
A nev fit Id stand has beep ert^'ted, and- it-is so 
situated that every part of the track may be seen 
from it. The club house, secretary’s ottice and 
jockeys’ room have all been lavishly equipped. The 
allotment of weights for the Bennings Spring 
Handicaps has caused general satisfactit)n, and 
some high class sport as a result is looked for. 
Odom, Burns, W(,nderly, Cochran, Lyne, Shaw and 
other noted jockeys have engagements to ride at 
Bennings, which is an indication that a number of 
the big stables will be represented.’’ 

Sydney Paget and .John J. AlcCatlerty have taken 
subscriptions in the Saratoga Special, swelling the 
total to twenty-four, one more than last year. Their 
subscriiitioiis, which reached the Saratoga .\ssocia- 
tion’s oflices several days ago, were entirely unex- 
pected and very much elated Secretary Harry K.

AlcCatlerty is taking advantage 
of the proiiitioiis weiithcr iuid is r;ipidly bringing 
his horse- into shape at Churchill Downs. He will 
arrive in the c:;.-t in time for the .\qncduct meeting 
with a well-rca-oiicd outfit.— I'xchange. 

Johnny Lamle. who.-e fame as ii rider early in the 
nineties r;ic ‘goers will readily recall, announces 
that he wiil both train and ride for the stable of 
Lamle iV llam next season. At present the stable 
occupies the old Beaid quarters at the Brighton 
Beach track and comprises the following seven 
horses: Allzpah, h. g, 8, hy Faverdale- .\mulet ; 
Lindsey Murray and The Beggar, both three-year- 
olds; Lalxir, whose one race in \\ . Lakeland’s 
name last year proved so great a disappointment 
to the rail birds; McAnna, a four-year-old jiiaideu 
by Dr. AiacBriile — Roma, which has never faced the 
flag, and two two-yoar-olds, one a bay colt and the 
other a chestnut colt by Lazzarone. Lamle reports 
from sixty to seventy horses nt>w stabled at the 
track. In the stable of William Lakeland, who has 
seventeen, mainly two-year-olds, he says there is 
some very highly thought of material. He also 
esteems several in the string of Charley Ox^ who 
has six in charge.
